orth American Air Defense Command (NORAD) is 


the joint U.S. -Canadian agency charged with the de- 


fense of North American air space. Its largest region is the 
22nd region, comprising two million square miles, with its 
headquarters at North Bay. Ontario. 


Three or four times a month orders go out for a prepared- 


ness test of the air defenses. This takes the form of a surprise 
air attack: "enemy" bombers are given the assignment of 
trying to slip through the defenses. They carry no bombs, 
but they have \ery precise targets; the damage they might 
inflict is calculated by computers as their movements are 
monitored. Supersonic fighters are sent up to intercept them 
and hunt them down for a make-believe "kill" in which no 
shot is fired but which is also recorded — by a flash on a radar 
detector screen. 


The photostory on this page shows part of a typical ex- 


ercise of this kind, carried out by B-5Ts aiming for the 
Niagara Falls power plant and the Buffalo, N.Y., chemical 
plant complex, in NOHAD's 22nd region. The good guys get 
their man, with a margin of 40 seconds, which is not unusual. 
They do it 95 per cent of the time.

Magazine 
BALTIMORE (AP) - 
Sen. 


Joseph D. Tydlngs, D-Md., says 
a Life magazine article about 
him is "wholly untrue and terri- 
bly unfair." 


The article said the senator 


used his position to promote 
personal and financial interests. 
It said it did not suggest Tyd- 
ings acted illegally but that his 
activities were not in keeping 
with his cosponsorship of legis- 
lation requiring full disclosure 
of congressmen's finances. 


Tydings, 42, told a news 


conference Thursday that while 
he had not read the article in 
the Aug. 26 issue of Life, he had 
discussed its contents with the 
magazine's staff. 


The article detailed Tydings' 


involvement with Charter Co., a 
Florida-based firm with a varie- 
ty of corporate interests. Tyd- 
ings served as a company direc- 
tor until last December and re- 
mains a major stockholder. 


The magazine said that after 


Tydings was elected in 1964, he 
helped get the U.S. Agency for 
International Development to 
guarantee a $7 million loan for a 
Charter housing project in Ni- 
caragua. 


Life said Tydings and Ray- 


mond Mason, a close friend and 
head of Charter, met with Paul 
Bridston, then chief of AID's 
Latin American housing guaran- 
tee program. 


IJfe said that shortly after the 


project was approved in May 
1965 on Bridston's recommenda- 
tion, the AID official resigned 
and later became a director of a 
Charter subsidiary involved in 
overseas housing. 


Tydings said the meeting Life 


described was of a "personal 
and social nature" and quoted 
Bridston as saying no Charter 
business had been discussed. 


Bridston was not available for 


comment. 


Tydings denied any conflict of 


interest and said he had never 
used his position "to advance 
the interests of the Charter Co. 
or of any other company in 
which I have a personal inter- 
est." 


The senator, noting the prox- 


imity of the Sept. 15 primary, in 
which he is opposed by George 
P. Mahoney and Walter Finch, 
wondered whether Life 
"has 


permitted itself to be used for 
partisan political advantage." 


Tydings charged that the 


magazine and the story's au- 
thor, William Lambert, "have 
benefitted from some very close 
contacts in the Republican ad- 
ministration."

plays, the mobile quarter- 
back will give the offense 
more variety and flexibility 
than it ever has had." 


"Something must be done 


to keep the defense off bal- 
ance/' Paul Brown, of the 
Cincinnati Bengals, argues. 
"The quarterback rollout is 
ideally suited to that pur- 
pose. It forces defensive line- 
men to hold up until the play 
develops instead of blowing 
in there and knocking down 
everybody in sight." 


Tom Landry, who has in- 


stalled a tricky attack at 
Dallas, agrees with the fore- 
cast—with 
one important 


reservation. " B e f o r e you 
build running plays around 
the quarterback, you'd bet- 
ter be certain he can hold up 
physically under the pound- 
ing he's sure to take. Good 
quarterbacks are so scarce 
and require so much experi- 
ence that I think it's foolish 
to expose them to injury just 
to add a little more decep- 
tion." 


Variety, supposedly t h e 


spice of life for most people, 
is even more essential to 
football coaches. It's their 
meal-ticket in devising of- 
fenses and no one in the 
business springs more plays 
and formations on the op- 
position than Stram. How- 
ever, there is a division of 
opinion among the panel of 
six coaches in this survey 
whether Kansas City's mul- 
tiple offense will be widely 
copied during the coming 
season.

Poll Indkates 
He Con Win 
LITTLE HOCK (AP) -Hayes 


C. McClerkin, a 
Democratic 


candidate for governor, said 
Thursday night that a poll tak- 
en for him showed that he 
could defeat Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller in the November 
general election. 


MeCterfctn said In a prepared* 


statement the poll showed that 
former Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
could not defeat Rockefeller. 


McClerkin said the poll was 


taken by Penetration Research, 
a subsidiary of Oliver Qyayle 
and Co., a firm that McClerkin 
said did polls for former Presi- 
dents John F. Kennedy and 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 


According to the poll, Mc- 


Clerkin said, he could defeat 
Rockefeller S3 per cent to 47 
per cent but that four months 
ago Rockefeller would have 
won by about the same margin. 


McClerkin said 
the 
poll 


showed him in second place in 
the Democratic primary behind 
Faubus. He said Atty. Gen. Joe 
Purcell was in third place, two 
percentage points behind Mc- 
Clerkin. 


Earlier Thursday night in a 


televised speech, McClerkin 
said that it was "just another 
irresponsible Faubus state- 
ment" when Faubus pledged to 
operate state prisons in the 
way he thought best or send In- 
mates to live on a federal 
judge's lawn. 


Faubus made the remark in 


connection with a decision by 
U.S. District Judge J. Smith 
Henley that the prisons were 
operated 
unconstitution- 


ally. Henley has directed the 
administration 
of Gov. Win- 


throp Rockefeller to make im- 
provements to bring the prisons 
up to a constitutional standard. 


On other issues, McClerkin 


said: 


—In his first year as governor 


he would seek no tax increase 
but would study all parts of 
state government to make cer- 
tain any inefficiencies were 
eliminated. 


"We must prove wise spend- 


ing," McClerkin said, before 
seeking a tax hike. 


—Black people have been ne- 


glected in state government. 
"It Is my intention to appoint 
blacks to responsible areas, not 
ju*t janitors, but responsible 
decision-making positions," Mc- 
Clerkin Mid. 


—Public school teacher sala-

swimming or canoeing.

Sometimes they went on a 
scavenger hunt and found their 
breakfast hanging in a tree. As 
their camping skills improved, 
they often planned and executed 
a one to four-night overnight 
where they pitched tents, slept 
on cots and cooked all their 
meals.

field day or an Indian Campfire. 
The whole camp gathered for 
more serious activities, too, such 
as flag ceremonies, church 
services or the traditional last 
night campfire.

Long-hair Fad 
Trims Barbers 
in Chicago 


CHICAGO (AP) — The num- 


ber of barbers in Chicago has 
been trimmed by the long-hair 
fad, so their union is urging 
them to cut their patronage of 
the shaggy maned. 


"We've lost about 400 barbers 


in the last couple of years," said 
Thomas Siracusa, secretary- 
treasurer of Local 548 of the 
Journeyman 
Barbers 
Union, 


AFL-CIO. 


Siracusa said Thursday that 


his local, which he described as 
the largest in the nation, is 
down to a membership of 2,500 
from close to 3,000 about two 
years ago. 


"In our magazine we try to 


promote the clean-cut look," he 
said. "And we're telling our 
barbers not to patronize long- 
hairs. 


"They don't give us any busi- 


ness," he said. "Why should we 
give them any?" 


"I even told my wife, 'If you 


go to a store where longhairs 
work don't buy there, go some- 
place else.'" 


"And what can the wives 


say?" Siracusa continued "If 
we don't bring home the money 
what can they do? 


"I 
think 
the 
government 


should do something about it," 
Siracusa said. 


"They should kick these long- 


hairs out of school, as dirty as 
some of them are. This is a na- 
tional problem, it's hurting bar- 
bers all across the country." 


He said many of the barbers 


in his local quit the trade to go 
into another business. Most of 
the job attrition has been in 
shops that employed more than 
one barber.

Protection 
for Foreigners 
Is Reduced 


NEW YORK (AP) - Police 


protection for foreign govern- 
ment interests in New York is to 
be cut nearly in half starting at 
midnight. 


Police Commissioner Howard 


R. Leary announced Thursday 
.that 50 of 106 patrolmen as- 
signed to diplomatic posts would 
be withdrawn at that time and 
protection at 17 of 37 locations 
housing foreign interests would 
be eliminated. 


However, patrols outside the 


major United Nations missions 
and consulates are to be main- 
tained at present levels, he said 
in a statement. 


Leary said the move had been 


under consideration for several 
months and was ordered after 
"extensive discussion" with the 
State Department and the U.S. 
mission to the United Nations. 


Under the revisions, the Po- 


lice Department will discontinue 
assignments to locations where 
foreign personnel lack diplomat- 
ic immunity, be said, thus elimi- 
nating police guards at private 
buildings where foreign govern- 
ments have purely ffrwurial or 
political interests. 


Commission 
to Consider 
Campus Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


President's 
Commission 
on 


Campus Unrest, its hearings 
complete, starts 
preliminary 


work today on what its chair- 
man has described as the "very 
hard task" of drafting recom- 
mendations on how to keep 
peace at the nation's colleges 
this fall. 


Chairman William W. Scran- 


ton said the commission would 
hold working seminars all day 
before starting to draft its re- 
commendations to President 
Nixon. He said he hoped the re- 
port would be ready sometime 
next month. 


The commission concluded its 


hearings Friday at Kent State 
University, Ohio, where four 
students died in a confrontation 
with National Guardsmen May 
4. It had previously taken testi- 
mony in Washington and at 
Jackson, 
Miss., 
where 
two 


young Negroes were killed by 
gunfire during a demonstration 
May 14. 


At its final session at Kent 


State, the commission was told 
that only Ohio National Guards- 
men fired guns during the May 
4 disturbance in which 11 stu- 
dents were also wounded. 


George Warren, an attorney 


on the commission's staff, said 
FBI 
agents 
determined 
29 


guardsmen fired a minimum of 
54 shots in 11 seconds. 


The FBI, he said, reported 


that "no other than a guards- 
man ... discharged a firearm 
May 4." 


Warren also said the FBI 


found no evidence of a sniper 
firing at guardsmen, contradict- 
ing an earlier report that sniper 
fire precipitated the shootings. 


He said the FBI described 


guardsmen 
involved 
in 
the 


shootings as "terribly scared." 


Warren, a 31-year-old Lans- 


ing, Mich, attorney, said the 
FBI learned a photographer on 
the roof of a campus building 
"had a camera mounted on a ri- 
fle gunstock, something that 
could have looked like a fire- 
arm." 


He also testified that FBI 


agents discovered military bul- 
lets as far as one mile away 
from the shooting site and that 
agents had picked up 60 pounds 
of rocks, sticks and other ob- 
jects from the scene. 


James C. Woodring Jr. of 


Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio, said he 
saw a National Guard lieutenant 
give what appeared to be a 
hand signal that started the 
shooting. 


The 19-year-old told the com- 


mission that the officer turned 
toward the troops, raised his 
pistol in the air, then turned 
back toward the crowd of stu- 
dents and "started to fire point 
blank into the ground." 
Supersonic 
Transport 
Plane Praised 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed- 


eral 
Aviation 
Administrator 


John H. Shaffer says the super- 
sonic transport airplane (SST) 
will be the most productive ma- 
chine in transportation history, 
and not simply a luxury for the 
jet-set. 


"The SST is not a frill, not 


something just for the few," 
Shaffer said Thursday. "It has 
not a damn thing to do with the 
jet set. 


"People who want to fly are 


going to use and need a faster, 
more productive piece of equip- 
ment," he added. 


Shaffer made the remarks In 


a talk before FAA officials and 
employes at a ceremony mark- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of 
the establishment of flight serv- 
ice stations—small radio sta- 
tions set up to give airplane pi- 
lots weather and direction infor- 
mation. 


"It is 50 years since the air- 


plane became useful in a com- 
mercial and social sense," he 
said. "The SST is as logical In 
the evolution of aviation as 
those old airplanes you saw on a 
movie screen today, as natural 
in the evolution of aviation as 
running is after walking."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) -Hayes 


C. McClerkin of Texarkana, a 
Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, received the endorse- 
ment Thursday of two newspa- 
pers — the Lincoln Leader and 
the Osceola Times.

a "dynamic young man" and 
said because of his 10 years of 
experience in the legislature he 
had the knowledge to be gov- 
ernor.

Faubus Speaks 
on Favorite 
Subjects 


PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP) - 


Former Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
spoke to a crowd of about 3,000 
persons here Thursday night on 
two of his favorite subjects — 
prisons and busing to achieve 
racial balance hi public schools. 


Faubus spoke for about 45 


minutes at a rally sponsored by 
the Jefferson County Young 
People for Faubus. He spent 
most of his presentation cover- 
ing issues had had used before. 


The former governor said the 


state's prisons were not being 
administered properly. A pris- 
oner can "just go down there 
and sit or lie down if he doesn't 
want to work," Faubus said. 


"I don't know why so many 


of them (inmates) run off as 
good as they've got it," Faubus 
said. 


Faubus called the busing of 


public school 
students 
to 


achieve racial balance "idiotic 
and insane." 


Earlier 
Thursday 
evening, 


Faubus said in a speech in Lit- 
tle Roc* that the law did not 
allow a voter to participate hi 
the preferential primary of one 
party and the runoff primary of 
another. 


Faubus said if the law is in- 


terpreted differently, it's his 
contention that it would be just 
as legal to participate in both 
the Republican and Democratic 
preferential primaries on the 
same day Tuesday. 


"And, if this be the case, I'm 


going to urge all my followers 
and all the Democrats through- 
out the state to come down to 
the Democratic primary and 
then proceed over into the Re- 
publican primary and vote in 
it," Faubus said. 


"And you know what might 


be the result — R. J. Hampton 
or Uncle Mac MacKrell might 
be the Republican nominee." 


Hampton, a Negro, and 


James "Uncle Mac" MacKrell 
are two of three Republicans 
opposing Gov. Winthrop Rocke- 
feller in the GOP primary. 


Faubus told a meeting of the 


Little Rock Jaycees that he 
would do his best in the time 
before the election to determine 
whether a voter will be per- 
mitted to participate in the 
preferential primary 
of one 


party Tuesday and then vote in 
the runoff 
of another party 


Sept. 8. 


Faubus said a law sponsored 


by him during his administra- 
tion prevented a voter from 
participating in such a man- 
ner. Or, at least, that was the 
Intent of the law, he said. 


Confusion has arisen over 


whether the law clearly pre- 
vents voter participation 
in 


both parties. Thomas Glaze of 
Uttle Rock, head of the Elec- 
tion Lews Institute, said Fri- 
day the picture was further 
contused by a Democratic par- 
ty interpretation, designed to 
permit George Wallace's 1968 
supporters to vote in the party 
primary, that said "any person 
may vote in any Democratic 
primary election held in this 
slate without challenge." 


Glaze said a final determina- 


tion of a 
voters eligibility 


would have to be made by the 
Democratic party. 


Bill G. Wells, a Democratic 


candidate for governor, also 
spoke to the Jaycee meeting. 


He devoted his remarks to 


education. He said $11 million 
next year could raise Arkansas 
to the average of other South- 
western states in teachers' sal- 
aries. 
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Candidates 
in Texarkana 
Rallies 


TEXARKANA, Ark, (AP) - 


Seven of the 13 gubernatorial 
candidates were on hand for two 
political rallies here Friday 
night. 


Those who attended were 


Democrats Orval FaubttJ, 
Hayes McClerkin and Robert 
Compton; Republicans ft. J. 
Hampton, Lester Gibbs and 
James MacKrell; and Ameri- 
can party candidate Waller Car' 
ruth. 


About 1,000 persons turned out 


for a rally on the Miller Coun- 
ty courthouse lawn but only 
about 60 showed up for a rally 
sponsored by the Tri-State Citi- 
zens Council. A large part of 
that crowd left after Faubus 
spoke. 


Faubus said that people in 


Little Rock are more concerned 
today about busing public school 
students than they have ever 
been before. Faubus said the 
concern exceeded that of the 
racial crisis in 1957. 


McClerkin followed Faubus at 


the Miller County rally and 
quipped as Faubus was leaving 
the speaker's platform: "Well 
Orval, I showed you how to get 
a crowd out. 


Faubus replied: "Come up to 


Huntsville sometime and I'll get 
a crowd for you." 


McClerkin told the crowd that 


he would win hi the Aug. 25 pri- 
mary, and in the November 
general election. 


"Texarkana will have its first 


governor," McClerkin, a native 
of Texarkana, said. 


Compton said the lawnessless 


would not be tolerated tf he 
were elected. 


"We will have law and. order 


when Bob Compton is elected

MacKrell told the crowd mat 


he was the only candidate who

like a pig in a market."

mate, pollution and about a 
state government "that is as 
frugal with your tax dollar aa 
you are with your grocery dol- 
lar ... " 


Carruth, making an attempt 


to gain support in the Novem- 
ber general election, said the 
Democrats and the Republicans 
are the "total cuases" of the 
state's problems.
